2 He Perſecutors of faithfull M niſters in theſe times, may 
F behold as in a glaſſe, the vileneſſe of their ſinne, and 
a the greatdiſpleaſure of God: againit chem for it; If 
they look into the Scripture, or later Hiſtories, and dai- 
wy, . þ ly expericace. Weread (2 Chren 36. 14,15.) «And 
the Lord God of their Fath:rs ſent unto them by bus Meſſengers, ri- 
| fg wp betimes, and ſending them : becauſe be bad compaſſion on hu houſe, 
and on his dwelling place: But they mocked the Meſſengers of God, and 
deſpiſed his words, and miſuſed his Prophets, untill the Wrath of God 
aroſtagainſt bis people, till there Yv.4s mo remedy: Therefore he brought 
»pon them the King of the Chaldees, who ſlrw their young men with the 
ſword, in the houſe of their Sanftuary, &c. And Ahab and Fezabel per-

did perſwade people-not to hear him preach, ſaying, He @ wad, avd 
kh a Devil, Why htar ye him? (Joh.10.20.) awd wenld fone hn

thewgh be [pake 41 never man ſpake, and did Yorks which never man did : 
yet they having begun to perſecute him, did ſinne againſ the lipht of 
their own conſcience, and againſt the holy Ghoſt, to make good their 
begun afts, and hold uptheir reputation, and did perſecute him to 
the death ; What became of thoſe perſecutors? Is not their judge- 
ment eternal in hell for their unpardonable ſfinne> Alexender the 
Copperſmith, and other Perſecutors of che Apoſtles have their woful 
reward, though chey clamourcd and articled againſt S* Pagl, as a 
peftilent fellow, « mover of ſedition, &C. Theſe things are Written 
for oxy admenition, upon whom the ends of the world are come, and teach 
Miifiers now for their comfort what Chrift ſpake, Bleſſed are ye when 
men ſhall revile you, and perſecute you; for ſo perſecuted they the Pre 
phets that were before you; Andif they bave perſecuted me they will alſo 
perſecute You. 

But ſome men will nct be warned by other-mens harms,and exam- 
ples ; therefore they are made examples to others. Our late Bi- 
ſhops and their Adberents are a rare and remarkable preſident of 
Gods Judgments on Perſecutors of faithfull Miniſters, which ſin made 
them'ripe for their deferved downfall ; Buc their Perſecutiens ended 
at the beginning of the long Parliament :. Then the jron teeth of thoſe 
beaſts were knock: our, and the iron.yoaks, which they had put on 
Miniſters necks were all pul*d off : But when the Eccleſiaſtical Courts 
were taken away, the people took lawleſle liberty to themſelves, to 
put (as it were) &-hogs yoak on ' Miniſters necks,” and did perſecute 
faithful Miniſters ſent unto them, as ſheep among. welves: Oh what 
woorying and wearying out moſt precious Miniſters by werd and 
deed, by tearing ard twgging, lyings and fſlanderings, reyilings and 
defraudings , and withholding their maintenance by cenfederacy | 
And thefe Perſecutions (eſpecially in point of maintenance) continue 
very great at this day all the Nation.over ; people being encouraged 
hereunto, : for want of better Laws for Tything, andof more ſpeedy 
execution of juſtice, according to the Laws that are in force. Many 
hundreds of faithfull.Miniſters in Eng/and may juſtly write ſuch books 
againſt their Perſecutors, to awaken the Chriſtian 'Magiſtrate, and 
warn Perſecutors, againſt whom their. cries. are, gone ,up 46+ Heaven;

K. of Dover 
in 1644. who came out of his ſeat, and joynedin the hurkburly made 
in S* _ Church againft M* Yixcent a godly able Miniſter, who was 
ſent thicher by the Parliament, and perſecuted him otherwiſe : Buc 
the Perſecutor perſecuted himſelf a little after by laying violent hands 
on himſelf, and was a felf- executioner by hanging himſelf. This and 
many ſuch bleeding examples may be produced touching the hand of 
God againft ſuck Perſecutors, enougl! ro fill volumes. But I ſhall 
now only inſtance in the Perſecutors of Mr Richard Culmer ( kereto- 
fore of Aſagdalen Colledge in Cambridge, Maſter of Arts,and) now

mers Giſpofition, aftiveneſs, and reſolution againſt them and their... 
Cauſe : Thereupon they procured divers to go to Sandnichte a Com- 
mitree of Deputy-Licutenants, where Sir Edward Boys ( a Parliament 
man and Governour of Dever Caftle ) was Chair-man; there at leaſt 
fourty in their beſt cloarhes,and with their beft triends and Sollicitors, 
did carneſtiy- petition, and clamour as for life, that Mr Cu/mer might 
be removed from A1ynfter. But Sir Edward Boys asked them, what 
they kad to objet againſt Af Culmer ?

And ſme came of purpoſe from other Pariſhes io jeer the Prieft; and 
affronted bim. at his door in fuch a manner. as is unfirto be-namhed, 
much leſs eommitted to paper.

come nigh Holy Prieſthood, Holy Church ground, Holy Service: And 
upon this'2ccount there is much enmity raifed againſtigeod Miniſters, 
| becauſe ſome Miniſters practice it eut of ſuperſtition, 'and ſome to hu'- 
mour and-pleaſe the-people, leaft they ſhould Article againſt them; or 
,\ not pay their Tythes well. At one buriall when they began to raile at 
| *Mr.Cnlmer,. becauſe he did not officiate there ; one F.D.- ( acommon 
*ſwearer ) fell flat on his belly, and chruſt his arm into the grave, and 
ſaid aloud,, We fball have him here, here,bere ſhortly : but this man; (a 
young-man ) died a: lictle 'after ſtark mad, curſing and calling out, 
the devil, the devil, And one T.D. who had two wives living, anc 
children. by thera both, who did beat his own aged deareſt father, wa, 


infirumentall ig che perſecution of Mr. C/mer, whom be uſed ro _ 
; C 3 affronr,, - 
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_ affcont,and ſaid, be ha4 2s wuch ro do at the Vicarage as he ; and ſaid, ht 
Wonldgo no wore to the Steeple-houſe : this man was little after hanged 

in Sufſx And when Mr. Cul/m:r gave mat and money to divers poor 
people, the perſecutors told the people, that Afr. Culmer did that in 
policy to got their good wills, that they ſhould net joyn With the rich men 
againſt him ; but they ſhould not finde him ſo liberall afterwards. A 
randee of che faftion did uſe to lead many after him on the Sabbath 
as they went to the next Pariſh, which when a worthy Gentleman of 
chat Paciſh obſcrred ; He ſeatrhe Grandee word, That it Was 4 badpe 
of malice teleave Mr. Culmer, to come to hear at that Pariſh, where 
there Was.a Preacher, Whoſe gifts were farre inferionr to their own CM. 
niſters : But this is an ordinary perſecution of Miniſters, as now, 
when lately in that Iſle, .a drunken, ſcandalous, railing Prieft wag 
ejeRted, there comes ſcaree one of ten to hear the godly Miniſter, 
placed ia his room. And when Mr.Culmer reproved them tor ſetting 
up a Tree Aag-pole, ic was told him to his face, That there was « 
Baugh ſtrong enough to bang hims on it : And when he preached not on 
their Chriflmaſſe-day, as they call it; He was reviled for it-in the 
Church, and called Rogue, and aſſaulced in the Church-yard ; and ic 
was told him, Szch a Minifter did preach then, and why net you? The 
uſual ſaying of the 500!'® man, andhis fation was, Wer dor't rake you 
| for our Miniſter, 

Ac laſt che Perſecutors plotted to advance their deſign againſt 
Mr Calmer by articling againſt him, before the Commitcee tor Plun- 
dered Miniſters, thereby to make publick ſhews of numerous Witnel. 
ſes, and to manifeſt their implacable and' violent oppoſition' againſt 
him; Oaly by that pretence of enmity againſt him, to prevail to re- 
movehim ; becauſe thereupon ic would be conceived, That he was 
not. like ro do any good among them, who aRed with ſuch animoſi- 
ty, charge, trouble, or travel : That was the myſtery of the iniquity 
of: all that oppoſition, a confidence to prevail meerly upon the ac- 
count of pretended oppoſition; and unlikelihood of 'nor edifying by 
bim gpon that account : That's the knack of it all the Nation over, 
when only ſelf- will, and malice, and private intereſt, and ſelf-ends, 
are the weights that ſet all the Wheels 3 going : For they could noc 
be ſo ſoctiſh, as to imagine to prevail by the merits &f rhe cauſe.” They 
had a Treaſurer ( at warre, as I may ſo ſay) who kepttlie money 
which was colle&ed co defray the Charges in purſuance of thoſe Ar- 
ticles, $0 pep Whicfie, fe. They raed end ſpent above 30g1b, (45 
appears. by their own confeſlion ) in proſeguing of hjim_ Some

' That be Was a fantaſtich narrow-brain'd man. T bat falſe News Was 
by « Proverb called Culmers News, Thar he made a popular ſoew, but 
gave viry little. That he denied to pay Parliament Tex. That ke us 
an impudent man, and aid prſſe inthe Cathedral in Canterbury. That 
he gave not the Communicn at Harbledown as be caught, &c. And (to 
ſee] their numerovs, frivolous, woodden Articles, and to ſet an'edge 
on them) they accuſed him to be a common ſwearer, anda ProteQor 
of Malignants. They carried whole Coaches full of Witneſſes throogh 
wry, var in a triumphant bravado ; But at the hearing. before the 
Committee, they could not produce one Witneſs that ever heard bim

told bim, He did ride upon a Ronnd: headed horſe ; but Mr. Calmer ſaid 
little co him, ufing no oath or evil word againſt him, as Thewas Heath 
who heard all that was ſpoken was ready to witneſs, if Mr. Cu/mer 
had been called to his deferice : But a tile after i/de fell ſick, and 
conſumee, and Gied in a fearfull manner. Ard that ſcardal touchin 
Mr.Cal/mrs protefting of Malignants ; It was raiſed by the perſecu- 
tors from Harbledewn, becauſe he deal: courteouſly with a Gentleman, 
who was taken to be the Lord Digby, being found at an Inne there in 
the night : Burt the true Lord Digby rid through Canrecrbary that day, 
and eſcaped over Sea.. The Gentleman in his frolick put his ſcarlet 
cloak on the Can-maker,and he put on the Can- makers lethern apron, 
and ſo danced in his gold lace; But upon ſuſpicien) the houſe was be- 
ſer, and Mr. C»/mier (then Minifter there) was called up at midnight, 
and went to the Juftice at Canterbary, ard did write a Warrant at the 
Juftices bed fide, 2nd called. up Richard Redwood then Conſtable : The 
young Spark kept his room with his naked Rapier, which be thruſt 
thorow the glaſſe- window : But Mr.Cx/mey entred in upon him alone, 
and he yielded and put up his Rapier ; whereupon Mr. ('a/mer promi- 
ſed him gentle carriage, which was performed : For he went (as he 
defired wich his þand by bis ſide, and with Mr.Cx/rrer alone, and the 
rabble not near him, and was brought a back way privately to the 
Juſtice, and there delivered tothe Cenſiable ; but he proved no I ord 
Dighy, bat, &c, And that Mr. Ca/mer was no protector of Malig-- 

ants, his recited Cathedral Hiſtory, and the Records of the Com-

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mittee for Examinations, and of the Councel of Scate can.teſtifie. 
One of Canterbury _ that ſaid, He would fain gi like himſelf 
' zo Weltminſter, 9 Witnefſe againſt .Culmer, had abouc five pounds 
rowards his charges, when he went up to witneſle, where Mr,Culmer 
male water in a daſty corner behinde old boards and rubbage , in rhe body 
of the Cathedral ( where afterwards the Ammunition-wagens ſtood, 
asin Pawls London, and where afterwards the Dutch priſoners were 
kept) which Mr. Calmer was necefiicated unto, at the time of the de- 
molifhipg' the 'Idols chere, when, all the doors were ſhut, and thoſe 
without ready to knock out his brains, if he had gone forth to make 
water. Anda Gentlewoman ( then, of Mynſfter, now of Canter- 
bury ) being asKed by the Chaic-man of that Committee ; whar foe. 
conld tvitneſs againſt Mr Culmer, anſwered, That fre beard Mr.Cul. 
mer ſay, T hat of ber baſband William Goldfinch , Wwox{d not agree 10 
pay bis ſmall T ythes at a rate in money, he expetted his Tythes in kinds of 
Taawidn, Pigs. And ſhe ſaid further, Sir, [ri/d r.Culmer ar owr 
honſe,” that I wondered that he Would not go away from Mynſter, and that 
it did wet move his patience to be ſo hated and houted at. eAnd Sir, buy 
an{wer to me Was, That he Was a cholerick man by nature, and ſoon mo- 
ved, but be did Wear a hat With broad brims, Which did keep the rain from 
bi coller. This was all ſhe did, or could accuſe Mr. Clmer of, as ap- 
pears in the Records of that Committee ,; which Committee ſaid, - 
T hey found nothing againſt Mr,Culmer fir for th:ir Cognizance to ejett 
&# Miniſter : And the worthy Chair-man gave them good counſel, and 
in conclufion bid them Go home and live quietly : Whereupon the fa» 
Rion to have their wils againſt Mr. Cx/m:xr, then offered a Petition to 
the Committee, wherein they freely offered to give Mr,Calmer du- 
ring his life, the whole reveriue of the Vicarage, and to provide a

Preſently after that the Proſecutors, being returned home, two of them 


ſtirred up others to cor. federate to carry away all Mr.Cx/mers Tythe- 
corn that harveſt, which they did (pon agrording - Qne that 
y one of the Conlleaes, who 


paid him a little was reproved for it 
" ſaid 
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ſaid to him, Tow wrong all the Pariſh in paying yewr Tythes, ſeeing we 
are all agreed to pa) nene. One (when his Tythes were demanded) an- 
ſwered, ſaying, Ochers do not pay, I am loath to fonl the Vicarage-barn 
with our little Tythe-corn. Another ſaid, We have poſſeſſion, which is 
eleven points of the Law : The firſt point in Hawking #4 hold-faſt. Ano- 
ther ſaid, 7 Wilt pay no Tythes, but go along With my Neighbours, as 
» dogs go to Church, and taks Neughbenrt fare, come What Will come ; But 
he a little after riding in a Cart, it overthrew and killed the childe that 
was with himin it, and cruſhed his own Leg fo, that it cannot be cyu- 
red, but remains with wounds and bruiſes that he (continuing 
lame) cannot go along with his Neighbours. A little before that, 
he ( hearing Mr. C#/wr ſay in his prayer, Lord, thy mercy w great to 
us; there be many in Hell, that never ſinned as We have done, and yet 
are out of it, it u thy mercy We bave time to call for mercy; thereupon ) 
vowed,never to come ts Church moresf M.Culmer preached : And be- 
ing diſabled co go elſwhere, remains obſtinate co this day,and gi@fieth 
in keeping his vows:He is called #/i/ounds becauſe of his uſual oaths, 
$7 wonnds,&c. but now he & others may read his ſin in his puniſhment, 

Another (a SeQary Leveller of another Pariſh) denied his Tythes, 
and gave this reaſon of it, ſaying, 1 deſire the ruine of all the Miniſters 
in England, and know no way better toeff- t it, than by ſtarving them, 
out, by keeping thiiy maintenance frem them; andif it Were in my pow- 
er, 1 Would ſheath my ſword in the bowels of all the Minifters in Eng- 
land. Another refuſing to pay bis Tyrhes, faid, 1f the Parliament 
ſet Mr. Culmer on work, if they provide us ſervants, let them provide 
them wages, The Tythe robbers ſervants would cry out in the field, 
when the Tythe was gone, Ha ! the Bird « flown, the Bird i flown, and 
would hollow and hoop like mad men. Come (ſaid a Sectary) Don't the 
Pri:ſts men want bemghs to mark out their Tythes, &cFSome did threaten 
his ſervants from off their ground, ſaying,z/e know the Law for tything: 
By Law jou have nothing to do to m:dale about ſetting out the Tythe, we 
by Law can tythe when we lift, whether you be preſent &r abſent : His 
tything ſervant was knockt down, and beaten, and bruiſed, and was 
after ſtripped before the Juſtice, who, with others, ſaw the bruiſes. 
They would not Tythe in his ſervants preſence, but ſome left a little 
Tythe-corn in their abſence, to colour the matter. If his ſervants 
waited all day, they would let the corn lie unheaped, and go home at 
night, and after ariſe at midnight, and leave what Tythe they pleaſed, 
 andchange the Tythe, and bring bad corn from elſwhere, and traſh 
out of the Barn to put in the room of good. Tythe : Come Ned ariſe, 

— | 
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we muſt yo and de righteous things; No Knave to the pretended Reli- 
Sious Knave ; Nu enemy to the pretended, yet falſe friend : As he 
that overtook the honeft Traveller over night, and ſupped, and lay 
with him ; but nex: day morning, when thieves affaulted and robbed 
the true mar, the pretended friend joyned with them. 

And many other Tythe-robbing tricks were uſed, againſt which 
tricks there is no-remedy provided in the Law : Whereupon Mr. C#l- 
mer printed two Books touching the frauds in Tything, hoping that 
upon ſuch Diſcoveries of the Defects vf Law and Juftice about Tythes, 
either Miniſters ſhould have been left wholly to the charity of people, 
or that better Laws would be made for their enjoyment of Tythes, 
which are eſteemed as their Livelihood, and in conſideration of them 
they pay Taxes, Fifths, &c. Yet the frauds of the lawleſſe Tythe- 
robber are ſuch, that upon the matter (though not intended by the 
makersof former Laws) Tythes in kinde are but 2 State-cheat, or 
mock-maintenance,thoſe goodLaws being now outplodded by malici- 
gus and covetous people : I pray God that thoſe Books, eſpectally that 
called The Lawleſs Tythe- robber diſcovered, may never riſe up in judge- 
ment againſt che Higher Powers, or againſt any other that bave read 
them. But thoſe confederatedTyth-robbers acted fo againſt M. Cu/mer, 
that for two years together he bad not half ſo much Tythe-revenue 
(one way or other) as wonld pay his Fifths, and Tenths, and Taxes, 
which were ſeverely exacted of. him, when almoſt all his Tythes were 
inthe peoples hands : He had ten Troopersat a time quartered upon 
him, herſe and man; and was conſtrained to borrow money of the 
next Juſtices Mr.T homas Paramor and Major Foach to pay his Taxes, 
which Taxes have been affefled and exatted to the utmoſt farthing of 
his Liviog, and more, when all the Pariſh was caſed a fifth part, ſome 
a full half. The Perſecutions and oppreſtions that way bave been 
'unparallel'd, and yet he never complained of ir, untill they made 
that injury arule of other aſſeſſements, wherein they caſe themſelves 
and'/burden him. There was then little or no relief for Miniſters in 
Sequeſtred Livings, though he made many journeys for relief about 
his Tythes ; And the Sefſe-book was denied him, that he might ſee 
who occupied Marſhland, and the Order of the Deputy-Licutenants 
lighted by the Perſecutors, who anſwered them at Canterbury, That 
AM7y.Culmer flould not ſee it, but by Law, and ſo matters reſted. And 
to adde to his oppreſſions , befides the ſcoffs formerly rehearſed, it * 
was clamoured to him as he rid in A4y»fter-ftreet, Look how the 
Priefs horſe ears let, he goes. ſo. oft toLondon, and can get m_ :

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Yet theſe men paid their Tythes in cornto the full to the Now-repdent 
Deftor, who had 15. 64. per Acre for the Marſhland, and Mr. Culmer 
was contented with 15, yetcould not, nor cannot enjoy that, as the 
Minifter of 7, H, in Kent, abated 24, of 15. due by cuſtome for the 
Acre, hoping they would pay that freely, but I heard him ſay, Ther 
of he had abated 109, and took 24, he findes they would have been as back: 
ward to pay that, And although M*- Culmer have. forborn many for 
five, ſeven, ten years, and hath not ſued them; yet he findes it to 
redound to his greater loſſe, and to their, and others hardning , only 
to avoid contention; leaſt thereby they ſhould prejudice the Goſpel ; 
bat they now finde by experience, wotull experience, that their for- 
bearance hath bardened men to be more unrighteous, as ſoft fires 
harden ſome things: By bearing one injury wicked men are invited 
to do more injury, A Miniſteria Eſex ( M* Filer) for peace-ſake 
remitted 20!® due to him for Tythes taken from him in Harveſt, 1652. 
and the ſameTythe-robber carried away all his Tythe-cornin Harveſt, 
1653. AndMr.Ca/m:r had the ſame experience in Mynfter, becauſe 
he ſued not thoſe that carried away all his Tythe-corn in Harveſt, 
1646. they carried away all alſo. in Harveſt, 1647. But before 
Harveſt, 1648. The Sword of the Lord, and of Gideon made them 
pay their dues, Oh blefled Law and Sword of Magiſtracy, thou pre- 
vaileſt more with wicked men, than:the Law of Nature, of Conſci- 
ence, of Reaſon, or the Law in judgements of God himſelf} But 
this is obſervable, thar there 1s not one of the wilfull Tythe-robbers 
then, or now, but are confounded as to their eftates, one, and all, 
toadmiration: One being a priſoner at the ſuit of others had thir 
pound forgiven him by Mr Calmer ; yet within ewo dayes after the 
firft Parliaments diffolution , he clape two Aﬀions on Mr.Calmer, 
who afterwards had cight pound cots in thoſe Suites ; Now rheir own 
ears loll in other Pariſhes, while they make their houſes their priſon 
for fear of Lawyers, and have no revenue out of which they may pay 
Tythes, unlefſe it be Tythe lice. And it is to be conſidered, that 
theſe oppreſſors of Mr. Cx/mer did not only pay their dues fully and 
quietly to the Nou-refident,but were exceeding bountifull to their be. 
loved Carates, and paid a kinde of Tythe or Contribution of Hay and 
Peaſe, &c, to himfor horſe-mear, beſides continual gifts and enter» 
tainment of him and his wife. And to opprefſe Mr.Cx/wer the more 
they regard not the Limits of their Pariſh that he may know h 
maintenance, utterly refuſing to go the Bounds of it, though he have 
often privately and publickly intreated them.

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And beſides all theſe oppreſfions, one thing more in point of live- 
lihood , I thought fir to mention, That M* C/mer having laid 
out about 5'® in demoliſhing the Monuments of Idolatry at £y»fter, 
by ſpecial Order according to the AR of Parliament for their demo- 
liſhing, cannot get his money fo laid our. Ac his firſt coming thi- 
ther he often defired the Churchwardens to do that work according 
to that AR: Bur the 500!'? man being Churchwarden refufed to aR, 
and ſaid, Her conld not ger @ Sailor at Sandwich ts climb up to the Croſ- 
ſes onthe Spire of the Steeple under 15'%, So that that work was lefe 
undone about a whole year after M" Cx/mers coming thither ; Bur 
then Mr.C»/mer was jeered by a Sequeſtred Malignant Prieft, who 
faid to him, Phyſician beal thy ſelf ; telling him of his aRings at Caw- 
terbury + Theſe words took ſuch deep impreſſion on him, that he 
would no longer wait the Churchwardens leiſure : But a day or two- 
after, being the 5*> of Novew.he got up into the Steeple before day,and 
by Moon-light,got upto the top of theSpire,ſeven roods or poles from 
the ground,and did fit ontl.e round Globe there; and did with a rope 
affix ladders ſo, that it was then lictle danger to go up & down from the 
flat Steeple to the top of the Spire. And chen he came down and hired 
Peter Wotton,and Themas Auſtin to go up the Ladder,and demoliſh the 
rwo croſſes there: The huge wooden Crols covered with lead under the 
Vane,and the iron croſsabove that. And many other Idolatrous Monu- 
ments, were demoliſhed, and the C hancel ground levelled, &c. b 
the Workmen and Maſons, whom Mr. Clmer ſatisfied, but to this 
day he cannot get one farthing of thoſe charges repayed him, though 
the Juſtices have ordered it accordirg to that At: And although s 
never demanded any thing for his own aings about that work of 
Reformation, 

And all this-oppreſiion did not. quench the burning malice of the 
goo'® man and his fation : They laid, The greate/t croſſe (the Prieſt ) 
Was Jet remaining. And they ſuffered the Churchyard to be without a 
gate, that the paſture there might be common, and ſo it continued: 
at laſt they puta Wacile or Hurdle, in ſtead of a Gate, which conti- 
nued ſo for diyers years, to the laughter and deriſion of all that paſſed 
by z And theyhandled che matter fo, that none durſt help the Sexton 
to ring the great Sermon-bell on the Sabbaths:; But Mr Calmers own 
Servants did conſtantly do that ſeryice. After that one of the chief of 
the fa&tion took away the Key of the Church from the Sexton, and 
kept the doors locked, when about two hundred people ( Pariſhion- - 
ers and others) were aſſembled in the Churchyard, on the Sabbath 


morning 
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morning, ſo that they were all conſtrained to return home without 
any publick Worſhip. A Grandee ſaid aloud, The Chnrch- doors ſhal 
not be opened : Another crouded up to the door, and ſaid, Lez me ſee 
who dares break open the Churck- deer ? And the next Sabbath Mr Cul- 
wer got into the Church at the broken Chancel windows, which were 
* left unrepaired about half a year by the 5oc'® man, in bope that 
Mr. C/mer ſhould pay for all the ruines, which came through the 
wilfull negle& of the 500!'® mans ſpeedy reparations of thoſe win- 
dows, which belong'd to him to repair as Parſon, according to the 
aid AR of Parliament; There was not at firſt ten foot of glaſſe bro» 
ken there : And when Mr.Cx/mer was gotten into the Church, he 
rung the Bels, and when people were come thither, he unbolted one 
door, which badno lock, and let them into the Church : Bur about a 
quarter of an hour after he had begun the Publick Worſhip, there 
came into the Church ſeven een of the Pariſh with their hats on, cla- 
| mouring and yelling like Tygers : Five of them ruſhed into his Desk : 
' Onecalled bim Thief, becanſe he came not in at the door, but at the 
window : And thoſe five laid hands on him, and thruſt him violently, 
| andthe other two atthe door tugged and pulled him ; but they could 
not move him, untill the Conſtable Robere yells ( ſeeing him look 
pale, asif he were fainting) prayed him to give way : They thruſt 
his ribs on the edge or point of a plank, and bent them, and cruſhed 
his body -ſo, that he vomited bloud, and purged bloud : They drag- 
ged him by head and ſhoulders out of the Church ; buthe did not lift 
up his hand againſt them;yet I have heard him ſay, He could eafily have 
kiled them every one With his ſteeletto ; But be often ſaid, He bleſſed 
God, Who kept his bands from ſhedding their blonds; and that he admired 
at the geodneſſe of Gedto him, that gave kim ſuch a ſpirit of methneſſe 
upon ſuch an occaſion, contrary to hu natural and n{nal difpeſition in his 
own def-nce, When violence hath been done him: But when he was gotten 
out of their clutches in the Churchyard, he preſently ran into the 
Church at the othey Church-door., and went on in the Publick Wor- 
; ſhip, and aren the Rioters came in again, clamouring with their hats 
on : But Mr. (#/mer went on in his reading of the Chapter, and then 


| many good people were come into the Church : And Mr. Harfizs of 


Birchington, and many Pariſhioners came out of their ſeats, one ſaid, 
They feould have hu heart-blend bifore they ſhould touch Mr. Culmer 
again: And then they laid hands on the Rioters,who preſſed forwards 


' tocome at Mr.Cn/mer : But they were all crouded and tugped in a--: 


throng down to the lower end of the Church, where being left, they 
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went ont-ints the Churchyard, to } ' themſelves ; Bat while 
Mr. Calmer was praying before Serm" ae Pulpit, chey came'in 
again tlamouring as betore, but durit 7: prefſe towards him ; But 


they interrapted him, and faid, H: :+/4 not preach then, though it 
bo 412d cofft them their lives : Then (aid MM. Culmer, though you Will net 
tet m: preach, get ( Thape) you Wil /:t meread 4 little Scriptere ont of 
the Bible, and I willcom: down ; They yeelded to that ; Then he read 
outof Ger.19. how they preſſed npon Lots doorin Sodom, and how 
fire and brimitone preſently conſumed them, and he applied ir to the 
Rioters, Then he read Xa. 16. of Corab , Dathan and Abiram ; 
And 2 Chron.36.15. They abu/cd his Meſſengers, &c. Then fer.18.18, 
and AMatth. 23. Oh Hiwnſ/alom , Hiernſalem, then that killeft the 
Prophets, &c. Then they clamoured : But Mr.Cal/mer defired them 
-to hear one Text of Scripture more, and he ſaid, he would come 
down; whereupon they were ſilent : Then heiread, Row. 13. All Powers 
are ordained of God,%C. and he that reſiſteth receiveth damnation. Then 
be diſmiſſed the Congregation, and came down, 

No marvel if his Highneſſe in his Commiſſion for Ejeting ſcands- 
lou Miniſters, and placing Godly Miniſters in their r00ms, provide 
«rainſt Riots, which, it ſeems, there was juſt cauſe to fear, Such pra- 

ices have been in many other Pariſhes alſo, where the Biſhops, Nox. 
refidents, and ignorant, and drunken Carates have let in the Devil, 
who, now heisto be caſt out in theſe bleſſed dayes of the Sonne of 
Man, rends and tears, as he dealt with the poſſeſſed man in the Go- 
ſpel, when he ſaw be muſt be caſt out: When there was like Prieff 
like people, and where it is ſonow , and the ſtrong man « in poſſeſſion, 


all was andis in peace, and honey-love between Miniſter and peoplein | 


many Pariſhes, where there is no articling or complaint againſt moſt 
ſcaridalous Priefts, that humour the people in their ſuperſtition and 
prophaneneſſe. But if faithfull Miniſters be placed in their rooms}; 
then the Devil roars againſt ſuch Miniſters; He moves his Vaſſals to 
ſpend their bodies in journeys, their cftates in expences, their ſouls in 


Tythe.robbings , lies, ſlanders, riots, perſecations, to worry out - 
ſuch Miaifters ; They ſeem to ſay, when ſuch Miniſters of Chrift are ' 
ſentto them, as the Devils ſaid to Chriſt himſelf, Are thow come to ror- | 
ment us before the time ? Neighbours, ſtand to it againſt this deviliſh | 
Rownd- headed Pricft and tither keep him out, or weary him ont, or elſe | 
we ſhall be neary of enr lives, we ſhall be ſo plagued with him , with his | 


| bawling at Church,and new Ronnde braded tricks. 


But (to proceed ) in the afternoon of that rioted Sabbath, they |

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they had bedaubed with filthy fir-reverer.ce; but Mr.Ca/mer vaulicd 
over the Feacs of the guard, who had not the kezsrts to touch him 
and ( being got into the Church ) he tolled the Bels, and unbolited 


the Cburch- door, and preached that afternoon, ard no Rioters acted 


againft him ; But the rext Sabbath (when he was got into the Church 
in the morning, and wentcoring) the clappers were all taken out of 
all the five Bels, ſo that none of ihe Bels could ſpeak (as they uſe to 
fay : ) But he went home, and took his wives great iron-peſtle, and 
went pp into the Steeple, and tonged the Bels with the peſtle, in ſtead 
of clappers, and did preach cwice that Sabbath, I; 
One of theſe Rioters, who ſaid 27-.Culmer was « thief, was after 
that a Pirate, a thief atSea, being a Cavalier Captain, and ws ſlain 
at Sea. And another of the Rioters that pulled out the clappers, « 
luſty young man, was the firft of that Pariin that wanted a clapper'to 
ring his knell: Reuſfed, when he ſaw MF" Cu/mer returned from Lon- 
doy (whether he was neceflitated to go often jn his own defence, and 
needs muſt he runue whom the Devil arives) the Rioter uſed to ſwear 
fearfully, and ſay, Hath not the Devil broke his neck yet ? Is he not 
hanged yet ? And the next Sabbath after the Rior, they ſent about the 
Pariſh, to warn people from coming to Church, and whes aty ſaid, 
They would come, then the Meſlerger prayed them that they would 
not tell ;hat they were ſent; but now the Meſſenger is lame, and ano- 
ther looks behinde him. Ar laſt there came a Warrant from the 
Committee of Parliament for Plundred Miniſters, to the Sheriff to 
raiſe Forces and afji# Mr Culmer agaisſt the Ricters;\ And ſome of 
the Pariſh, who oppoſed the Rioters, went to the Earl of parwick, 
who was Lord Admiral then, and lay at y/almer Caſtle ; He preſently 
ſent his Warrant to have the Peace kepr. Afterward two Juftices did 
fit upon the Riot, and the Rioters were bound over to the Sefijons ; 
and there indiCted and fourd guilty, and fined ezch of them fourty 
ſhillings, which they received again from their good mafters and 
dames, by a Collection inthe Pariſh, But M* Ca/mer did not profſe- 
cute the Law agairſt any of them for the aſſault and battery, neither 
had he bis charges expended at ihe Juſtices fitting about the Riot, and 
about journeys, Warrarts, &c. about $'>. He bad no reccnipence- 
for his bloud and bruiſes, though the Phyſicians and Chyrurgions 
bils were coftly, When the Juſtices ſate at 3/y»ſicr upon the Riot, a 
godly man of the next Pariſh ( St Zanrixce Pariſh) where they bad 
a0 Miniſter at all, ſeeing theſeaRirgs, ſaid, Hee ws @ ftirre againſt 4 
! : 6's Miniſter,

placed a guard of wen urder the breken Chancel windows, which 
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Adinifter, Wye Would praiſe God if we bad a Minifter : Then the 
goolb man, and three more (I have their Names in writing ) ſaid, 
Would teGed, if it Were Gods bleſſed will , that we were in your eaſe, 
and had no Miniſter neither, if it were Gols ſweet will and pleaſure. 
Atthe Seffions the Ring-leader and Incendiary of che Rioters, being 
called to che Bar, the Judge called him the Trumpeter, becauſe he 
being decrepid and limping,only clamoured : Bur he put up a Petition, 
and theſe Articles to the Bench againſt Mr Culmer ; Theſe Articles, 1 
ſay, and only theſe, 

Culmer did preach, That many be like the 
Dogge in the manger , that will not let the Horſe eat, nur eat hins-

enough to diſcourage any Miniſter from coming among it us, as if we more 
regarded the food of enr bodies, than of eur ſoals, which are im- 
mortal. - 

Theſe Articles are to be ſeen under their own hands, they were de- 
uveredto Mr.Cnlmer after the Juſtices had peruſed them : But the 
wo 
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ewo laſt Articles were wholly forged againſt him ;_ And chat of the 
man taken up at Sea, is in the Book of Martyrs, And after this-Riot, 
the Miniſter of the ngxt Pariſh dying, moſt of chat place came uſually 
to Mynfter Church ; And eſpecially two Juſtices of Peace, and De- 
puty-Lieutenants cane with their Families conftantly, for about two 
years, untill it did pleaſe God to provide a godly Minifter for them in 
their own Pariſh: But cheir coming pleaſed not the faRion; for (to 
uſe the Genlemens own words) the ſtyle over which they were to 
come on the Sabbath co che Church, was bedawbed with reaking hot 
ſir-reverence, of purpoſe by ſome chat waited their eoming, ſo that 
they were conſtrained to have a gap made in the hedge to go thorow. 
And the wife of the 5o0!'? man (who told her husband, She edified 
moſt by Mr.Culmer's Miniſtry, and deſired him to carry her no more 
about to her Pariſpes With him on the Sabbath) when ſhe was gone 
home in the Sabbach noon-tide, a fir-reverence was laid in her Pew 
in the Church : But a ftranger (a Gentlewoman of London) coming 
from the next Pariſh before her to Church, when Divine Worſhip 
was begun, kneeling down ſuddenly in the Pew, was ſo bedawbed © 
with that ſtinking excremenr, that (ſhe was conſtrained to ftrip her 
white Sattin-peticoat over her feet in publick, in the Church, in the - 
time of divineWorſhip,and wrapping it up,gave ir to her man over the 
Pew, in the face of all the Congregation, And many other abuſes at 
home and abroad have been put uponM. Cz/mer for bis good affeRtion 
to the preſent Powers and Governmenr,enough to fill a volume. 

One of the Grandees of the Fa&tion that cried Al, AZ in the 
Church at My»ſter (feeing him in Sanxdwich when the mock-Prince 
was there, the day before che: Kentiſh Peritioning with Swords) made 
a clamour againſt him in che open (ſtreets as he pafſed by, to incenſe 
the numerous crew there againft Mr.Ca/mer, but he then eſcaped. 

Ard at Canterbrry, he coming chither from Londen about Noon 
upon the 25*h day of December, 1647. called Chriftmas-day ; and 
being in his {nne, atumult was made in the ftreers againſt godly men 
which opened their Shops that-day ; and when Mr. C:x/mer heard the 
Mater was knockt down, he was running out to help the Maior : But 
Mr 7oſeph Phillips at the ſign of the Seracens-bead , ſhut his doors, 
and he and his men laid hands on Mafter C«/wer, and kept 
him in, and a little after he was perſmaded to ride out at the 
back gate; But he was not gone half a quarter of an hour, but the 
Rioters came in, and ſearched for him, and wovld not be perſwaded 
but that he was ia the houſe, and ſwore, They Wonld hang the _ 
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beaded Rogue; andafterward he was informed, they Wenld bave banged 
" him over the Cathraral-gate , wwhere he helped 16 pull down the large 
Image of Chriſt, With the holy Gheſft in form of a"Dove over bu had, 
in fall proportion. And be then riding thorow the back- ſtreet, there 
were few people there : forall were in a tumult in che High. ftreer, 
after ſome Plamporridge- Prieſts (as M.Cnlmer uſed to call them) had 
ended their Sermons ; Burt at North gate ſtreet, ſome women ſecing 
him ride that day with his Cloak b2g behinde him, railed at bim, ſay- 
ing, Oh Rogue, Will not you give Chrift bis day ? he was compelled to 
eſcape the dirt thrown at him, to runne the Gantlet, or thorow Pur- 
gatory, as they callit, And on Moonday- morning (according to his 
promiſe to a friend) he returned to Canterbury, having heard nothing 
of their ſcarch for him the Saturday before : And at North-gate- 
ſtreet there were few people : Bur two women there asked him, '1f he 
were 1r.Culmer , which when chey knew, Oh Sir, ſaid they, rid: 
no further, for the City-gates are ſont, and they are all together by the 
ears, and ſome in Canterbury ſwore, If they had taken you upon Sa- 
tarday, they Wwonld have ſtoned you to death, or hanged you : Bur (being 
mindfull of his promiſe) rid on to the midſt of Ruttenton-lane ; but 
upon better conſideration, he took this as a warning from God, and 
returned to Fordicch, where he wrote a Letter to excuſe his not come 
ing according to promiſe, and then he rode to Sir James Oxendens, 
where after D nner the News being ſeconded of the Riſing in Canter- 
ba»y, he and his Sonne ( being Depucy-Licutenants) ſent Orders to 
raile the trained Bands; and a Reg'ment came from the Wi/de of Kent, 
which quelled the Rioters, who were many of them carried tO Leeds 
Ceſtle ; But when Mr. Cx/mer came to Canterbury at the coming in of 
thoſe forces, a woman in. North: gate ſaid Oh Ad Culmer, there's good 
quarter for you row in Canterbury, But I cannot conceive for which of 
Mr,Culmers good worksin Canrerbary any there ſhould ſtone him, 
whoſe Miniſtry they enjoyed gratw tor many years, and where be en- 
deavoured with the bazard of bis hfe, to quench their fires in Dover- 
lane, #ndelſwhere, and where he bath leaped iato a deep whirl-pir, 
and dived to ſave life, and fetched up the party from the bottom, when 
he was Miniſter at Harbledown, as bugdreds there know, being eye- 
witneſles thereof. 

But in the year 1648, the Scout and the 500'® man, and their 
FaGtion, One, and AN, Ad, All, proved themſelves Matignants with 
a witneſſe, by their practice and aCtings in the Kentiſh Riſing wherein 
 Civers of them wefe Commanders, and were Sequeftred ; The Scout 

Was 
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was a Captain therein, 'Two dayes before the Rifing they ſuaitaoned 
a meeting at Church; to ſign che Cavalier-Petition , which whew 
Mr,Cu/mer had read, he earneſtly difſwaded them from fabſcribing it z 


- The Petition cried down Taxes, and World have the Army &ſbanded, 


&c. But Mr. Calmer ſhewed them the neceſfity of Taxes, to defend 
our ſelves againſt che encmies of our Religion, lives, &c. and that 
wars were chargeable, as Phyſick in ſicknefſe, more chargeable than 
ordinary Diet, and that we were in a Tempeſt, and at fuch times 
men throw their goods overboard, to fave their lives, and that theſe 
Taxcs were not ordinary, but upon neceſlity ;-And that the Kings 
Taxes of Ship-money, &c. were made without a Parliament,” and 
without neceflity, and that cheſe iJlegal prefſures-were taken away« 
Then one ofthe chief ot the Faction (who after was a Commander, 
and an Impriſoner) ſaid, The Parliament hath taken a Flea out of our 
boſome, and put in a Serpent: And M" Calmer ſpeaking againſt the 
disbanding the Souldiers, ſaid, 7he Wol;er world make peace With the 
Shepherds , pon conduion they Would hang np their Dogs ; The Shep- 
herds deſirorms of peace, hung up their Dogs , but When the Dogs Were 
gone, th: Wolves devoured Sheep and Shepherds too : Andthis my father 
applied, ſhewing, that the Army kept us, Governours yy People 
from bloudy Wolves in Ireland, Papiſts, Atheiſts, &s. Many there- 
upon refuſed to ſubſcribe, but the «44, Al, A4t-man cried out, Pew 
and Ink: Then M* Culmer left them ſubſcribing: And the next day 
Richard Larxgley of S* Lawrence Pariſh (a very godly man, and ative 
for the State) was ſet upon, and put ro it to flie. for his life, and was 
purſued co Myrfter, and murdered there upen Thowrw-down : Butthe 
Gentleman Cavalier thac ſent oat the purfuers, and furnifhed them 
with Horſe and Piſtols, did afterwards cut his own wife in pieces, and 
was hanged at Sandwich. This man wasa great jeerer at praying by 
the Spirit, a contemner of publick Ordinances, a great Incendiary 
againſt Mr. Calmer, and came t9 him, reviled and berogued him before 
hundreds of people at a publ'ck meeting in the Tents at Mynſter at a 
muſter. And Mr. Cx/mer being at home, when the Riſing began, 
knew nothing of it, or of the murder of Langley, untill his ſervant 
came home, and told him bow matrers Rook: and that they were 
arming in the ſtreet co fall upoa him, and that there was a Court of 


Guard at Ebbsfleet, and at Sarr : Whereupon he ( knowing himſelf 


unable to defend himſelf in his own houſe) preſently eſcaped ont, be- 
fore they came te his bouſe ; And /nightcoming on) ke went to the 
River fide next v1fo, anddid ſim _ cloaths over the River 4) and 
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baving left his Boots when he took water, he went withont ſhoes on 
the South of the River, till he was paſt Zbbsfleer, where the Court 
of Guard was, on the other ſide of the River : And then he croſſed 
the Havea again nearer Sandwich, at a place called Litrle=joy. And 
who it. was ſhot at him, God knoweth, but he was fainto play the 
D ydapper, andcrofſing the Haven again below Sandwich (Mr Wade 
now Gentleman Uſher at #/hire-hall can tell more of this,) Then he 
travelled bare-foot on the ſands to Deal, where he had entercainmenc 
at Pilot Culmers houſe, whither hecame at break of day, ard there 
he hada gray Sute, and refreſhed himſelf : But preſently there begun 
bang the Rownd-beaded Pricft, and the Rout increaſed; bur by means 
of M* Weed a Phyſician there,and his ſaid KinſmanFob»Cu/wery and Mr 


a Tumult before the door againſt him, and they ſwore, They wonld 


Potter, he eſcaped and got ſafe toDeal-Caltle to Col. Rainſborow,which 


was his intent, when be firſt ſet 'put. The noble Collonel uſed him 
very couxteouſly, And'M* Palmer of Sandwich (coming newly out 
of Ile ) rold Mr.Cx{mer how his friend Richard Langly lay in his 
bloud, and that they ſaid, Jf they had taken him, he ſhould not have 
died that death ; an1 that he had no Way to eſcape them, but by ſwimming. 


' Andthat day the Collonel carried vl Caulmer aboard with him in his 
' Long-boat , and put him aboard Captain Nwubery , in the Hunter 


Frigot, which was then diſpatcht for Lendon, whither M Cxlmer came 


' one Satzrday night late. And the next day he preached in his gray 


Pilots ſute at MF Whitakers Cherch, called S* Mary Bermoyſey, and 


| incouraged the people to ſtand faſt and cleave to the preſent Cauſe, cc. 


And when the Lord Fairfax marched inio Kee, be returned home- 
ward with the Army, and came ſafe to his Family and Charge, where 
they had plundred him of horſes ar:d other goods : But in Mr. Culmeys 
abſence, the FaRtion had got a like Prieſt, /ike People, and they had 
Service-Bock Wor ſhip , Gloria Patri, and Dominus vobiſcam , &c, 
Afterwards they compelled Mr.Cnlmer to pay what they had laviſhed 
upon. a Malignant Priet! in his abſence, aiid he (for peace ſake) Save 
them their d. mands. | 
And in his abſence a grand Perſecutor. of his of another Pariſh 
(who came to the Ale houle at fy»ſter) incenſed them againſt him, 
jeering and calling him, 7he godly, able, orthodox Divine, This man 
ſent word to M* Paramonr (at his firſt advance in that Riſing ).

lickly, and a new ftir began againſt him ; The Communion-Table- 


Carpet was cut out into Breeches, flanders raiſed, Tythes detained. 
And givers did hate him upon other-grounds alſv, becauſe after pri- 


vate and pnblick means uſed by him in his MiriRry to reform abuſes in 
the Pariſh , and that nor prevailing, and all others refuſing to-a&- 


by complaints to the Magiſtrate, Mr. Cz/mer complained againſt di- 


vers ſwearers and drunkards, and prophzrers of the Sabbath; ' And: 


(amonght the reft) he complained of che Scouts prodigious executi- 
ons ; Andhe indicted him (with the confenc of divers of the Pariſh) 


for ereQing two-new Cottages there, to the great prejudice of the: 
Commonwealth, and of that Pariſh, which hath been lately charged 


with above 3oc!'® a year to the poor, who' cannot all be imployed 


there, and will ( in all likethood, it Corfiges and Inmates: be ſo. in-. 
creaſed) pull the rick men out of their houles, as they have done the. 


Miniſter out of the Church, It is not ſo proper, I confeſs, for a Mi- 
niſter to indit ſuch men, and to attend the publick Seflions, with ſuch 
complaints, though for the common good, as Zng/and finds by ex- 
perience, and will finde more need of, -and.incouragementsto+ ſuch 


' Indi&ments: but in that Pariſh none dare aR'or ſhew themſelves 


publickly in ſuch things, alchough the Pariſh be undone by them : But 


| Theard Mr. Culmer ſay, He Was re/aloed to Wave the [ſcandal and edinrs;

For theſe and other aQtings for the publick, Mr Calmer is hated and 
perſecuted, eſpecially now by the Scout, who ( being no Pariſhioner 
of Mynufter, yet occupying Landsthere) co be avenged of Mr. Cal- 
mer, hath detained his Tythes for chree years laſt paſt, and_hath pro- 


\ cured five more to joyn with him to pur into: the Exchequer a: joynt 


Anſwer with him, wherein they inſerted ſcandalous and falſe Articles, 
and did ſwear, That Afr, Culmer #« an enemy to the preſent State, &c. 
But the Honourable Barons of that Court, ordered Mr, Came tive 
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Pounds coſts meerly for the ſcandal in their Anſwer, which they ors 
ed ohbeexpanged. Whereupon the enraged Scout, and his Ad- 
hereats went lately toa Juſtice of Peace, who is a Commiſſioner for 
Ejecting of Scandijous Miniftersia Kext, ro whom they accuſed Mr, 
Caulmer, a5 followech, viz | | 
That hs breath ſm:lt of drink, one Evening. That he ſaid, that 
Pontius Wa bs Chriften-»om:,an { Piiate bus fir-name. That he preach. 
ed on Plal.5 1.18. and ſaid by Sion was meant the Church, andjby Jeru- 
ſalem the Civil State. That be preached, That a Toleration Was better 
than « Perſecution, And when the Juſtice ſaid, He Was ſorry to hear 
complaints a rainft a Yiniſfter upon ſuch weak. grounds: It was replied 
(by him thac firſt clamoured agrinit Mc.Culmer for want of prayers 
in his Chriftma-holy-dayes, and Trumpeter in the Riot on the Sab» 
bath) That if they above bad that ahout a T oleration before them , they 
wenld make ſom:thing of it. This man was lately brought in to be 
Pariſh-Clark by the Faftion, for his good ſervice done againſt 
Mr. Culmmwr many wayes, eſpecially in being Ring-leader in that Rior, 
and for railing at M* Calmer at che Church-wall before and after Ser- 
mon, and never going to Chucch elſwhere, only attending that evil 
work, and affronting M* Calmer coming and going to Church for 
divers:years, they would have no aflitant co the Miniſter to fave 
charges, ſo that Mr Culmer befides praying, reading, expounding, 
and preaching twice every Sabbath, and catechizing conttancly, was

But the truch is chat 
Mr Culmer ſaid, Pontius was as bis Chriſten-name, &c. And the Scout 
ſaid openly at the Seflions, ( when the Verdict was given againft him) 
Ar.Calmer, you bave let my purſe blewd, but 1will let your blowd te 
ſome twne ere long, ll warrant you; But be may be ſilent about bloud, 
if he look home ( but 1 forbear impertinent recriminations. ) And 
(in. proſecution of that blood-letting) one of tbe ſaid Anſwerers 
(endeavouring to fill up the meaſure of his deceaſed Fathers perſecuti- 
ons againſt Mr. C»/wwer, from whom he hath detained bis Tythes for 
above three years, to a great value, and who is a prophane icoffer ju 
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the Communicants, calling them, Aſr.Culmer*s Diſciples: And'in 
oppoſition leaves the Chance] widows vnrepaired, fo that the rain 
daſhed into Mr Cx/mers face jately at that Acminiftration, and rained 
intothe Cup, and wet the bread <xcecdirgly, ard the Communion 
'Table-cloath was as wer ts if it bad been taken out of the water ) 
came lately alone to the (3id Ceommiſſiorers boute, and offered to pur 
in Articles againſt Mr Cx/my, butle ſaid, He kad noxe written, only 
he defored 16 ſce the Ordinance fer the Ejiftirg of Scandalom Miniſters, 
which wasread to him, as tort e Sczr dals therein erumerated, asjuft 
cauſes of the EjeRtion of ſuch Mimifters 3-ard he anſwered to every 
Article by it ſelf, That he kad r.orhing againſi 21r.Culmer toncking 3t. 
But in cuncluſton he laid, A/hengh 1 bat e waking againſt CH, Culmer, 
which the Articles wilt reach, jit 1 will oeal ſemrmhere elſe agair ft, him 
for words he hath fpchen of my wife. Whereupon he priitioned , 
and complained of Mr C/mer to his Higlineſs, and; thereupon it is 
ſince boaſted in Canterbury, That Alſr, Cuimer ' aall' be caſt ont of 
Mynſter, A quondam Singing-man of the'( aibecral,. ſaid in the open 
fireets, T bat he h:ard 24* Culmer hadroued C.S, at the Srfſions, but 
C.S. wonld rout him out of Mynfter; ArdaCavalicr of Cantertury 
ſaid to one of Aſynſter, New your Rennd: headid Prieſtef Idynſter ſhall 
be caſt ont. And they boaft of their friends above in the Army. But 
they need not ſeek further revenge for chat then their own avengin 
themſelves by their ealumnies,ard (alle accuſations and railings again! 
Mr Calmer ; Beſides the real wrorgs they have done M* Cnulmer, 
eſpecially in keeping his Mainterarce frem h'm, and-combinirg to 
undo him by charges in Law. But it ſeems rotliing will ſatisfie their 
malice and rage, but his purſes bleeding to death, by taking away: his 
means of Livehhood and Subſiftence, by his t jeRion or Removal from 
his place and Station. 

Bur if this projet againſt Mr Cz/wer ſhould” prevail without 
the merits of the Cauſe , to have their wils of himat ſuch a cheap 
rate without their price of near 260"® per a»»»w, or (rather than fai))

vice, and brought them to condign puniſhment > They trievmph 
already in hope and confidence to prevail ; Þut then (ro doubt) they

And if pretences of not Edifying be cauſe of oppoſitions, and ge- 
neral enmity ſhould prevail ro remove a Miniſter without the merits of 
the Cauſe ( which I fear is the only ground of che preſent atcempt 
againſt M* Calmer) eſpecially when ſuch a rioting, mutinous, perſe- 
cuting crew at ©, om him : If they ſhould be ſo indulged, as to 
wave the Commillioners and Common-Law ; Would not other Pa- 
riſhes be thereby incouraged to endleſs unwearied, impudent Perſe- 
cutions of faichfult Miniſters, in hope to prevail and weary him our 
one way or other, one time or other, eſpecially under chat pretence 
of not Edifying. And many times there ts pretence of univerſal cor- 
dial oppoſition 1n a Pariſh, when only one or two lead all the reſt, to 
fabſcribe Petitions, clamour, &c. againſt-a Miniſter, and all follow 
the Ring leaders for company, or other reſpects, as Sheep follow a 
Ramme drawn througha gap, or leap out of a Boat, as daily ex- 
perience 
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perience ſhews, 2s they at Harbledewn did, where they barked for 
company. Ir's a ſure ſign commonly, thata Miniſter is good, when ' 


all the Pariſh is againſt him : and commonly when a whole Pariſh 


loves a Miniſter, and ſpeaks well of him, he is ſtark naught (Woe be * 


ante you Wh.n all men ſhalt ſpeak Well of you) A like Prieſt like people ; 
234 Neighbour-Prieft to Mr Culmcr (atd to the Pariſhioners, when he 
had called them up into the Chancel ;  Neighbenrs, 1 Wenld gladly give 
yon all content, pray do Tread too mitchor too little of the Service-Book ? 
And every Pariſh hath as much right to have the Miniſter removed, 
becauſe they oppoſe him,” as any one Pariſh, and thereby faickfull 
Miniſters ſhall be runagates, and wandring Levites, all the Nation 
over. Beſides the very removal of a Minifter, which is not volun- 
tary, is ſcandalous and prejudicial to his Miniſtry, whitherſoever he 
isremoved ; M* Culmers Perſecution from Goedyeſtone was taken up as 
a ſcandal, and cauſe of oppoſition, and clamour againſt him at 
Herbledown : And whitheriverer M. Culm.r is removed, he (above 
all Miniſters) muſt expe hatred, and oppolicion , and perſecution 
from ignorant, prophane, diſaffected perſons, which abound in every 
Pariſh ; For not only the Perſecutors tha: have their wils' of him to 
remoye him, will purſue bim, and ftir up enmity againſt him whither- 
ſoever he goes, as they at Harb/edows d:d incenſe them at CMynſfter, 
and thoſe at Mynfcr did incenſe them at C/iff againſt him, if he had 
been removed thither, which was endeavoured. Burt fome of the 
Parliament oppoſed it for reaſons of State, that Mutineers ſhould not 
be incouraged, &c. It is the nature of perſecutors ſo to purſue the 
perſecuted (read 44.14.19) And he muſt the rather expect ſuch 
oppoſition, becauſe the, Ly-bels, printed and publiſhed, and ſpread 
all the Nation over, have any yes ſo loud againſt him in all places: 
He was aſſaulted at Bi/li»gsgate in Londen ( in the time of the Kentiſh

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mer lately upon the road, affronted him, and uſed opprobrious tearms, 
and cried out, Mr. Culmer,, Afr. Culmer, Pray /h me four pornds- 
warth of the bely Ghoſt, repeating thoſe words again and again, and 
ſaid,. 1 know Jer had enough of the koly Ghoſt from the Biſhop to afford a 

064 perny-Worth. And afterwards overtaking Travellers, boatted of 
Ns and told them, How he bad handled the Antichriftian Prieft. And 
this Scary laid at Sanywich to Mr. Calmer before many witneſſes, If 
you be not all Amtichriſiian Prieſts then the Devil fetch me away before all 
this company ; And being reproyed for his cxecration, he ſaid, f you be 
xet all AntichriſtianPriefts,tben I prayGod tocommand the Devil to fetch 
me away body and ſoul before all thu company, So that it is now come to 
paſſe that M.C»lmer may ſay wi:h S* Panl, In Jonrnejing often,in perils 
of Waters, in perils of robbers, 'in perils by mine own conntreymen, in perils 
by the, Heathen, in. perils in the city , in perils in the Wilderneſſe, in 
perils in the Sea, inperils among falſe brethren, 2 Cor. 11,26. 

But to conclude, whatſoever the Adverſarics of Mr Cute ſuggeſt 
againſt him in their ſecret or publick accuſations, and calumnics 
as if he were ſuch a P-filent args 8c, yethe is ſtill the ſame man as 
he was before attcſted to be, both in his life; and doQrine, and good 
affetion to the preſent Powers: And of this aſſertion, I will only ſec
